Frankfort, Ky., August JS. — Owing 
to the di.erganir.ed condition of the 
Paducah military company, the ad 
jntnnt general say. he will not be 
■ble to send them to the St. Louis en- 
campment. He hopes, however, to 
vt.it Paducah shortly ami reorganize 
the company along new lines 

The other military companies begin 
leaving in a few day., and the three 
regiments of the Kentucky Stale 
Guard will be eucamjied on the 
groonds of tbe Loat.inoa Purchase 
Eiposition for the purpose of in.truc 
tion during tbe month of September. 
Tbe camp will be opened on Septem 
b«r I and close on the 29th in.t Ad- 
jutant Genetal Percy Haly will oe in 
active command of the iroojie, who 
will be ordemd into camp one regi- 
ment at a time. Each regiment will 
remalo in camp nine days. 

An eseootive order from the Gov- 
ernor to the adjutant general, leaned 
yesterday direct, that toe Third regi 
nient be Inken first to the camp. The 
companies corapoeiiig the regiment 
will leave Lonieville and Western 
Kentucky points on the night of 
Thursday, September I, arriving in 
•nmptijg following morning. They 
will conttnne there until the evening 
of September 9, when they will re 
tarn to Kentucky. The oomi«nie. of 
the Seoond regiment will leave Icon 
ville on tbe evening of September 11, 
arriving at St. Lonls tbe neit morn 
log. and continuing in camp until tbe 
afternoon of September 19. 

Tbe First regiment and batteries 
will leave I,ouiiville on tbe evening 
of Beptemher 91, and remain in camp 
until it breaks up, on September 29.
